learned. 
The 
British officers, commis­ 
sioned and non-commissioned who 
are instructing 
th e 
troops are 
working quite as h a r d as their 
pupils .and are fin d in g the new 
men, the “ Yanks” as they gener­ 
ally call them as k e e n as were 
th e earlier arrivals. 
They are quite up to it,” was 
th e verdict of a 
kilted Scotch 
chief instructor 
reg a rd in g 
the 
Americans in his class. 
The field 
schools, now largely given over to 
American pupils 
represent 
the* 
highest perfection in institutions 
of their class. 
The trenches, th e 
targets, the tactics a n d the m e th ­ 
ods of instructions a r e the latest 
developments of a c tu a l fighting 
experience. 
In every area where 
the units of the 
n e w army are 
q u artere d the men a r e mingling 
freely with tho T o m m ies and are 
learning much from 
the greater 
experience of the British.

latter, so prone to giv e a familiar 
h a s t e to everything were puzzled 
as to how to deal w ith the new ­ 
comers, but. they fin ally fell back 
on the appellation “ Y a n k ” which 
th reaten s in this zo n e at least to 
be fixed on the Am ericans wheth­ 
er they like it or not.

plant, from $105 per m o n th to 
$150. 
Mr. Vasconcellos said th a t 
unless t h e increase was given Mr. 
Stoldt would take a position which 
had 'been offered him elsewhere. 
Mr. Vasconcellos went on to say 
that it would b e very difficult to 
replace 
Mr. Stoldt and f u r t h e r ­ 
more, th a t as superintendent, of 
the d e p a r t m e n t he had for m o n th s 
past been doin g linem an’s work 
in ad d itio n to his own and had 
thus in addition to being s u p e r ­ 
in te ndent had 
filled a position 
which h a s previously required the 
paym ent of a salary of $65. 
Re­ 
taining such a m an, the c o m m is ­ 
sioner said, was really an e c o n ­ 
omy. All the commissioners voted 
in favor of the resolution but it 
was not until Mr. W idm aye r had 
'referred to the excellent and nec­ 
essary service performed by R. L. 
Pyatt, city clerk, at a less salary 
than som e men In the city's e m ­ 
ploy a r e receiving for m anual lab­ 
or. 
He said t h a t 
Mr. P y a t t ’s 
knowledge of his work and his 
ability justified a higher salary 
and he t h o u g h t something should 
be done in this regard. 
Mr. Cox referred also to the 
necessity of paying raorp money 
for some em ployes In his d e p a r t ­ 
ment if t h e city hopes to keep 
them. 
Mr. Martin said he had no 
special r e q u e s t to make a t this 
time b u t t h a t men in his d e p a r t ­ 
ment a r e w o rk i n g seven days a 
week a n d th a t on an ave rage of 
2<4 hours a day their presence was 
required in the fire d epartm ent. 
It seem ed to be the general u n ­ 
d e rsta n d in g th a t something f u r t h ­ 
er will h a v e to be d<jne In this 
m a tte r of salaries if the city keeps 
its employes.

higher taxes would 'be required
